companies 
rharge that on top of these rising 
costs there is a growing tendency 
to

settlements. 
They contend 
that juries grow 
more liberal each year, if the 
m atter goes to court instead of 
being settled by direct negotiatftm. 
Higher court awards encourage 
higher out of-court settlements. 
Insurance firms dislike going to 
court, not only because of the 
liberality with insurance company 
money 
they 
charge 
to today's 
juries, but also because drawn out 
court actions tie up their reserves. 
A spokesman for the 287-mem­ 
ber National Assn. of Independent 
Insurers notes that auto insurance 
is now so common its existence is 
taken for granted. Some insurance 
men suspect this could be a sub. 
conscious factor in making drivers 
a little more careless and in mak­ 
ing complainants a little more de­

The Assn. of Casualty and Surf 
ty 
Companies 
complains 
that 
“ Even exemplary citizens are un­ 
der continuous heavy pressure by 
their friends to exaggerate claims 
in auto accident cases." 
The National Bureau of Casual­ 
ty Underwriters says its 114 mem ­ 
bers collectively lost 147 million 
dollars last year on auto accident 
settlements. This boiled down to 
$118.70 in liability claim costs for 
each HOO of premiums earned. 
The pressure on the states to ( 
allow higher insurance rates is 
strong. The bureau reports that 
so far 31 states have granted rate

cars. The boosts range from 1,8 
per cent to 33.1 per cent.

3 Alaskans Set

JUNEAU, Alaska (AP)—A fen ­ 
eration of debate on the merits of 
statehood for Alaska will be aet- 
tled Tuesday at the poll*. 
A “yes" vote — on three sop- 
arate referendum propositions — 
would mean creation of the new 
state probably in late December 
or early January. Actual admi*- 
sion will come with the issuance 
of a presidential proclamation aft­ 
er the results are in from a gen­ 
eral election in November.

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Task of Preserving Pedestrians 


American Automobile Association has 
singled out tho pedestrian for special at­ 
tention in its efforts to reduce the highway 
casualty list. There art good rasons for a 


c a m p a ig n to save pedestrians from them­ 
selves. 
The records show that 7.800 art killed 
annually and 125.000 injured. Sixty-one 
large American cities estim ate variously 
that pedestrians account for from 50 to 79 
per cent of their traffic tolls. 
As the AAA sums up: “While most driv­ 
ers accept their obligation to obey traffic 
jaws and ordinances, many pedestrians 
seem to feel no such responsibility/* They 


jaywalk, ignore traffic signals and, ac­ 
cording to the National Safety Council, 22 
per cent of those who are killed have been 
drinking. 
Obviously, something s h o u I d be done 
about the jaywalker in the interest of his 
own survival. Even at the sacrifice of his 
free and untrammeled spirit, he must be 
subjected to regimentation. 
And the effort in behalf of the pedestrian 
should be extended to provide for proper 
treatment for the motorist who ignores the 
pedestrian’s right of way on a crosswalk, 
often with a close approach to death for 
the person on foot. 
Honor Where Honor Is Due 


It is to the credit of Rear Admiral Hy­ 
man Rickover’s imperturbability and good 
judgment that he did not permit himself to 
become involved personally in the contro­ 
versy that surges around his career and 
his name. And it is equally to the credit of 
Congress that it was determined that an 
able and dedicated naval officer should not 
become a victim of injustice. 
As one atomic-powered submarine fol­ 
lows fast in the wake of another and pene­

Lazarus Straus came 
to the 
United States from 
Bavaria in 
1854 and first settled in Talbot­ 
ton. Georgia He f o u n d e d a 
crockery business rn Columbus, 
Georgia, about a century ago. 
After the Civil War, in 
1886. 
Lazarus Straus 
came 
to New 
York where he entered the same 
business, establishing what are 
nowadays called concessions in 
department stores; he also re­ 
tained a separate crockery and 
glassware business k n o w n as 
L. Straus 4 Sons. Out of this 
grew the great department store 
known as Macy’s, and an inter­ 
est in the Abraham k Straus de­ 
partm ent store in Brooklyn, and 
subsequently a chain of great 
businesses. 
Lazarus Straus had three sons, 
Nathan, Isidor and Osear, men of 
unusual 
distinction.

National Legislators 
Quit Sunday attar 
8 Months of Work 


WASHINGTON (AP)—If* up to 
the voters now to judge how good 
a job the 85th Congress did in cop­ 
ing with problems of the dawning 
apace age, the recession and other 
issues. 
This year's session ended in the 
predawn hours Sunday, sending 
aenators 
and 
representatives 
homeward 
after 
nearly 
eight 
months of work on Capitol Hill. 
Most of them will get little vaca­ 
tion. They’ll be starting to cam ­ 
paign in earnest for the fall elec­ 
tions which will fill all 435 House 
•eats and 34 of the Senate’s 96 
seats. 
Unless some big emergency re­ 
quires a special session, the House 
and Senate will not meet again 
until Jan. 7 for the opening of the 
•6th Congress. 
One of the most important bills 
passed the last day was a com­ 
promise $3,298,092,500 foreign aid 
money measure. It also was one 
of the last. 
The Senate took it up for the 
first 
time 
during 
the 
daylight 
houri and passed it after beating 
back efforts by Sen. Allen J. El- 
lender (D-La) to cut the Senate 
total of $3,518,092,500. 
The bill then was rushed to con­ 
ference with 
the 
House, which 
some time ago had passed a bill 
carrying $3,078,092,500. After near­ 
ly five hours of haggling, the con­ 
ferees agreed on the compromise 
that just about split the difference. 
The final product, passed after 
midnight, totaled 652 million dol­ 
lars less than Eisenhower asked 
originally for economic and muh- 
tary aid to friendly nations in this 
fiscal year ending next June 30. 
As generally happens, the last 
day of the session was a busy and 
a long one. The House adjourned 
at 2 a m. The Senate followed at 
4:11 a m , ending an IS hour sea­ 
lion. 
Interspersed 
with 
legislating, 
there were final bursts or oratory 
and exchanges of pleasantries be­ 
tween 
the 
usually 
contending 
Republicans and Democrats. 
In the House, Republican Lead­ 
er Joseph W. .Martin Jr. of Massa­ 
chusetts offered a resolution prais­ 
ing Speaker Sam 
Rayburn <D- 
Tex» for the way he presided over 
the House. Rayburn returned the 
compliment. 
A committee that notified Presi­ 
dent 
Eisenhower 
Congress 
had 
finished its business brought back 
the President's "best wishes to 
Mr. Sam ,” as Rayburn is called. 
In the Senate. Republican Lead­ 
er William F. Knowland of Cali­ 
fornia got a warm sendoff. He is 
retiring from the Senate to run for 
governor of his home state. 
Senate Democratic Leader Lyn­ 
don B 
Johnson of Texas called 
Knowland "a man of integrity — 
one of my best personal friends." 
Knowland spoke of his "great per­ 
sonal affection” for Johnson. 
In the final hours of the session. 
Congress finished work on two 
other big money bills. 
One provided $6,090,156,900 for 
a variety of independent federal 
agencies. Eisenhower had vetoed 
an earlier version which contained 
589 million dollars earm arked for 
the civil service retirement fund.

needed, particularly in a year in 
which the 
government faces 
a 
heavy deficit. 
The bill repassed by Congress 
is without the civil service allot­ 
ment. but has se\eral new items 
approved by the administration.

Ohio; Labor 
Market Said 
Some Better 


State Unemployment 
Bureau Outlines 
Recent Gains 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— The 
Ohio 
Bureau of Unemployment 
Compensation reviewed Ohio’s la- 
bor market today and came up 
with the conclusion that things are 
"moderately better," and looking 
brighter for the immediate future. 
Here is the picture as described 
by Jam es R. Tichenor, bureau ad­ 
m inistrator; 
The peak in claimant* under 
Ohio’s unemployment compensi- 
tion law occurred last April with 
an average of 218.000 per week. 
Eighty * five out of every 1,000 
workers covered under the law 
were unemployed. 
By July, claimants dropped to 
172,WO per week—6.8 per cent of 
all covered workers. Forty thou­ 
sand more, who had previously 
exhausted 
their 
benefit 
rights, 
were claiming temporary extend­ 
ed 
unemployment 
compensation 
under 
recently 
enacted 
legisla­ 
tion. 
"Tem porary" 
claimants, 
inci­ 
dentally, include relatively high 
proportion of women — 30 per 
cent. Only 24 per cent of "regu­ 
lar” claimants are women. 
The survey said the June-July 
total of Ohio could have been well 
over 100,000. But only 34,000 re­ 
mained out of work long enough 
to draw out their maximum in un­ 
employment 
benefits. 
More 
re­ 
cently, about 5,WX) per week have 
been 
exhausting 
their 
benefits. 
The 
survey 
said 
these 
figures 
might have been three times as 
high 
if 
eligible 
claimants 
had 
continued unemployed. 
Benefits paid to Ohio's unem­ 
ployed totaled $29,300,000 last May, 
$24,200,000 in June, and $24,100,- 
OOO in July. The July total in­ 
cludes $1,400,000 in tem porary ex­ 
tended unemployment benefits for 
which payments were first issued 
July 23. 
Thus far this year — in the first 
seven months covered in the sur­ 
vey — unemployment benefits to­ 
taled $173,100,000. This compares 
with $48.WX),OOO during the corres­ 
ponding months of 1957. The bal­ 
ance available for further bene­ 
fits, lowest in nearly 12 years, is 
still substantial — nearly 485 mil­ 
lion dollars.

September-October are usu­ 
ally "pickup” months, the report 
said, and frequently months of 
highest nonfarm employment in a 
calendar year. 
While there’s no reason to antic­ 
ipate early recovery to year - ago 
levels, the bureau's survey said

Chief Justice 
Raps Delays 
By Courts 


LOS ANGELES fAP» - Chief 
Justice E arl Warren said today 
that interminable and unjustifiable 
court delays 
are compromising 
the basic legal rights of thousands 
of Americans. 
These delays, he said, are cor­ 
roding the 
very foundations of 
constitutional government in the 
United States. 
The chief justice, delivering the 
keynote address at the American 
Bar Assn.’* Bist annual conven­ 
tion, said that realization of legal 
remedies 
is 
painfully slow for 
many people. 
“ And lo the extent that this is 
so, there is created a disrespect 
for law at a time when everyone 
should be continually conscious of 
the fundamental principle that it 
is primarily the law and its ade­ 
quate enforcement which makes 
liberty possible,” he said. 
* Therefore, I urge that we make 
the improvement of .justice the 
great central cause of our pro­ 
fession. . . 
The form er California governor 
said lawyers ami judges must re­ 
late their responsibilities to the 
orderly and effective 
administra­ 
tion of justice in its broadest 
terms.

Zablocki, chairman of a House 
Foreign Affairs subcommittee on
